Near Niagara Falls. 
There is a church in the quiet lit 
tie village of Mumford, near Niagara 
tails, which is composed entirely of 
fossils.

Some Enlisted Men. 
“I remember,” said the major, “sev- 
J oral men with histories who enlisted 
in tile first three months of tile war 
to carry muskets. 
There were a full 
hundred men in my company in the 
three m onths’ service, but I d id n t 
know the antecedents of more than 
twenty of them. 
All were well ap­ 
pearing men. and a few seemed to me 
rollicking dare-devils looking for trou­ 
ble or adventure. 
I noticed in the 
first week s drill in the mud o f camp 
one man who was disregardful of in­ 
jury to a very fine pair of trousers, 
; which he wore every day.

filled with sick and wounded 
men. 
After the battle of Gettysburg, 
the 
wards were overcrowded, tents being 
erected on the grounds to accommo­ 
date 2,000 soldiers, the greater part 
of whom were colored troops. 
The 
w eather being warm, the condition 
of the wounds became most repul­ 
sive, the hospital presenting a true 
picture of the horrors of w’ar. 
But Mrs. Hamilton says that 
sh© 
has always been grateful that 
she 
could give three of the best years of 
her life to her country.
